months of the current year show an increase of 22 per cent over 
those for Uh corresponding period of 1923, according to a report 
received.from Consul General le c h e r at Copenhagen, shipments 
having amounted to 65,400.000 pounds as compared with 53r 
581.000 pounds last year. 
These shipments represented 79.2 per 
cent of the total production which has been estimated at 82,001.000 
pounds. 
Denmark usually exports from 75 to 80 per cent of ber 
total production. 
The British market provided an outlet for 70.7 per cent, or 
46.133.000 pounds, of the Danish exports during this first quarter 
of the year. 
Germany was also an important purchaser. 
Al­ 
though figures of total exports to that market are not given, it is 
known that Denmark shipped considerable quantities intoGermany 
in order to relieve the depressed condition of the British market. 
Exports to Germany during March alone amounted to 4,660,000 
pounds. 
Some shipments were also made to the United Slates, this 
country having been favored with 4,642,000 pounds during the 
first three months of the year. 
(The word “favored 
is used by 
the government report.) 
Practically all of that butter w?as con­ 
signed to the New York market. Total fin ports of Danish butter 
into the United States during 1923 amounted to nearly 9,000,000 
pounds.

INCUBATING TURKEY 
EGGS IS HARD TASK 


( P r t p s r s d S r th * U nited St*!** D * p * rtra« n t 
u t A g r lr u lta r * ) 
There are certain factors la the In­ 
cubation of turkey eggs which are 
very important, and which mean a 
great deal In determining the number 
of fully matured pullet* and cockerels 
raised in the following year. 
Id a 
large measure the criterion of success 
In turkey raising is the number of 
fully matured turkeys raised In pro­ 
portion to the total number of eggs 
set. Therefore the eggs as laid must 
be given the very best attention. High 
fertility Is desirable, and Incubation 
should be carried out in aurh a way 
that as many of the eggs as possible 
will hatch. Naturally, the vigor of the 
breeding stock and the manner In 
which it has been managed will deter­ 
mine In large degree the quality of 
the hatching eggs. 
The eggs should be collected reg­ 
ularly every day and kept In a room 
at a tem perature of from BO degree* 
to GO degrees F. 
They should be 
turned 
every 
day, 
but 
should 
be 
bandied carefully and should not be 
kept for over two weeks. 
The period of Incubation of turkey 
eggs la 28 days, and the method of 
Incubation Is much the same as with 
chicken eggs. Turkey eggs can be In­ 
cubated under chicken hens, turkey 
hens, or In Incubators. If chicken hens 
are used to Incubate 
turkey 
eggs, 
cure must be taken not to give the 
ben too many eggs, as from 0 to 12 
Hre quite sufficient* depending upon 
the size of the hen hh well as the 
size of the eggs. 
Nesting arrange­ 
ment* as well as other m atters are 
practically the same as lt^ incubating 
chicken eggs. The sitting hen should 
be fed dally nnd given u chance to 
exercise. 
When the turkey hen Is allowed to 
sit on ber own eggs, conditions are 
much the Harm? ag with the chicken 
ben. Turkey hens will cover from 15 
to 20 eggs. Nests are most convenient­ 
ly arranged on the ground or In boxes 
or barrels nnd should be covered so 
that the turkey hen will not be dis 
tubbed. At the same time she should 
be taken off dally and 
allowed 
to 
exercise and should be given plenty 
of w ater to drink, and clean, whole 
some feed, such as a m ixture of wheat 
and oats. 
When 
the 
turkey 
hen 
becomes 
broody she should be allowed to sit 
on the nest for two or three days be­ 
fore being Intrusted with the eggs. 
When she has remained on the nest 
for two or three days she should then 
be given her eggs *and attended to 
as suggested. 
If a number of hens 
are sitting a t the same time, care 
should be taken to se* that they get 
back to the nests properly nnd that 
no nest is left uncovered. 
Both chicken and turkey hens. while 
sitting on turkey 
eggs, 
should 
bf 
dusted with sodium (horrid, using a 
small pinch under carli wing, around 
the thigh Joint, over the back, under 
the body and around the vent. In this 
way the lien is rill of lice nnd the 
poults at hatching time are not liable 
to be Infester! with the parasites.

New York, Majr 22.— After a career of 20 years in any profeeslon, during 
which the satisfaction of success and the disappoint men! of failure have been 
divided almost evenly, it is only a game man who ran retain his enthusiasm 
and keep plugging along and fighting for the ninth inning break in luck. 
Connie Mack has been in and around professional baseball for 30 years, 
and fate asked of him the test. that only a gam* heart and an enthusiastic 
love for his profession could attempt to meet. 
Mack was a tremendous success during the middle decade of his career, 
Ile developed the Philadelphia Athletics of IO and 15 years ago into a team 
that will go down on the books second only to that great old Baltimore 
Oriole organization. 
Mack’s claim for fame and great repute was represented not so much In 
the conquests of the team, but in the sagacity and keen judgment that fie had 
shown in finding and developing the great stars who formed the machine on 
the field. 
Before he had reached that point in years where his career might have 
been regarded as being over the hill, Mack was a recognized success, a man­ 
ager pointed out as a genius and a fashion setter of a game Where success 
follows the imitation of success in a l a r g e degree. 
Right in the height of his glory, luck broke for Mack. 
lie was plunged 
from the heights to the depths of baseball. 
Instead of being the toast, of 
baseball, he became the roast of the game. The revered name of the Phila­ 
delphia Athletics became the punching hag for the wise cracks of humorists. 
They became the Pathetics instead of tile Athletics, and the best. thing that 
Mack’s friends could say of him was that lie deserved a chance to make good. 
It might not have been pride, exactly, that rode Mack to his fall, hut 
there was an exaggerated feeling of confidence, at least, behind him when, 
in 1914, he tore apart the great Athletic machine and declared that lie would 
build another just as good.

He hunted through the same territory where he had found the 
stars of his old nine, lint he discovered no more Collinses, Bakers, Barrys, 
Benders or Planks.

INCUBATING TURKEY 
■ EGGS IS HARD TASK 


(P rip trid by th* United 8 t» t« Department 
ut A g ric u ltu re ) 
There are certain factors In the In­ 
cubation of turkey eggs which are 
very Important, and which mean a 
great deul in determining the number 
of fully matured pullets and cockerels 
raised in the following year. 
In 
large measure the criterion of success 
In turkey raising is the number of 
fully matured turkeys raised in pro 
portion to the totul number of eggs 
set. Therefore the eggs as laid must 
be given the very best attention. High 
fertility is desirable, and incubation 
should be curried out in such a way 
that as many of the eggs as possible 
will hatch. Naturally, the vigor of the 
breeding stock and the manner in 
which it has been managed will deter 
mine in large degree the quality of 
the hatching eggs. 
The eggs should be collected reg­ 
ularly every day and kept in a room 
ut a temperature of from 50 degrees 
to GO degrees F. 
They should be 
turned 
every 
day, 
but 
should 
be 
bandied carefully and should not be 
kept for over two weeks. 
The period of incubation of turkey 
eggs Is 28 days, and the method of 
incubation Is much the same as with 
chicken eggs. Turkey eggs can be in 
cubated under chicken hens, turkey 
hens, or In Incubators. If chicken hens 
are used to incubate 
turkey 
eggs, 
care must be taken not to give tile 
hen too many eggs, as from 9 to 12 
are quite sufficient, depending upon 
the size of the hen as well as the 
glze of the eggs. 
Nesting arrange­ 
ments as well as other matters are 
practically the same as Iii Incubating 
chicken eggs. The sitting hen should 
be fed daily and given a chance to 
exercise. 
When the turkey hen is allowed to 
sit on her own eggs, conditions are 
much the same as with the chicken 
ben. Turkey hens will cover flora 15 
to 20 eggs. Nests are most convenient­ 
ly arranged on the ground or in boxes 
or barrels and should be covered so 
that the turkey hen will not be dis­ 
turbed. At the same time she should 
be taken off dally and 
allowed 
to 
exercise and should be given plenty 
of water to drink, and clean, whole­ 
some feed, such as a mixture of wheat 
and oats. 
When 
the 
turkey 
hen 
becomes 
broody she should be allowed to sit 
on the nest for tw’o or three days be­ 
fore being Intrusted with the eggs. 
When she has remained on the nest 
for tw’o or three days she should then 
be given her eggs land attended to 
as suggested. 
If a number of hens 
are sitting at the same time, care 
should be taken to see that they get 
hack to the nests properly and that 
no nest is left uncovered. 
Both chicken and turkey liens, while 
sitting on turkey 
eggs, 
should 
be 
dusted with sodium fluorid. using a 
small pinch under each wing, around 
the thigh joint, over the back, under 
the body and around the vent. In this 
way the lien Is rid of lice and the 
poults ut hatching time are not liable 
to be infested with the parasites.

HELP WANTED 


Use of Moldy Straw for 
Litter Quite Injurious 
Serious loss of poultry is often due 
to the use of moldy straw for scratch­ 
ing litter. In such cases, according to 
D. C. Kennard, specialist in poultry at 
the Ohio experiment station, the birds 
affected breathe with difficulty and 
often wheeze or gasp for air. 
The symptoms are similar to a cold 
in the windpipe or bronchitis. 
The 
respiratory system of a chicken is so 
complicated that an excessive amount 
of dust of any kind is injurious'and 
especially is this true of the dfist 
from moldy straw. 
Recent reports of heavy losses of 
pullets from this cause have been 
made. 
A heavy loss of birds may re­ 
sult In a few hours, it seems, and one 
bale of moldy or musty straw used 
for scratching litter may mean a se­ 
rious loss of birds.
